Star Charter, Free Lance, Swannauoa 
and Worth. 

I'or instance, take .Tohti riirlons. While his sire. 
Watlsworlh. nev<T raced four miles, nevertheless he 
uot two fonr-milers in Xr.o and Siddons, lioth win- 
ners. Then. t<m. .lohn Knrlonsr's ;;randsire. Lone- 
fellow-. i-an four miles in creditalde style. ImiM>rted 
I.eandiiKtoii. sire of lamefcllow, was the best loiiR- 
(iisijince racer in Enehind in his da.v. 

.Neither the sir<‘ of Conntle.ss. The Commoner, nor 
ids erandsire. Hanover, ever ran four miles, hut 
I lironeh this line, on the sire’s side. Countless traces 
to tlrey Eaele. the best four-mile horst' i>f his time 
in Kentucky, tirey Eaele's races with Waetier will 
Im- nunembereti as lone as racine lasts. They were 
four mile heats. 

’I'he idial four-mile horse must come from stout 
lines of br(>edine and |>ossess a hardy constitution 
and psal action. Then severe training is all that is 
IM cessary to i»nt on the linishinj; touches. Take a 
sui«nb horse like Star CHiarter. -MthwiKh lie lias not 
been over two miles and a ouarter it seems jKTfeetl.v 
leasoiiable to assume that he can race four miles in 
brilliant fashion. Diiriii}; the recent Fort Erie 
'"cetiiiK Star Charter ran a mile and a rjuarter in 
"hieli repre.s«uited a new Canadian record. 
'Ibis was at the rate of 1:40 for the first mile. 
Therefore it is ri'iisonalde to fi"iire th.it in his liest 
condition he would have a coniparativelv easv task 
ill rniinin;; four miles at the rate of 1 to the mile. 
’Ibis would put him over the distance in 7:12. faster 
lo two seconds tlian .Messenser Boy’s .American rec- 
I'ld of last ,v»"ar. 

I'he slow ratinir at a mile is "iven to illustrate 
that it really reipiires no sensational time for a short 
distance to reduce the four-mile mark. The admirers 
of such horsi's as Star Charter and Free I.ance Im‘- 
lieve that with the track as fast as it has Ixmi at 
times at Churchill Downs, either of these wonderful 
performers, trained to the hour for a four-mile striifr- 
;;h‘ and idloted by jiH-ke.vs with a ;;of«l understanding 
of pace, can run four miles materially faster than 
the idpseiit record. 

Both Free I.ance and Star Charter, in races at 
more than a mile, have covered a mile in 1:.TS with 
as much or more weii:tit than either will have lo 
carry in the Kentucky Endurance Stakes. 

Coinilless is just siicli another horse as Free Lance 
and Star Charier. .lohn Fnrloii}; rae<*s like a hors*- 
that would lx‘ able to ;;o all dav. The only tiling’ 
a>;ains| .lohn Fnrloii;; is that he is probably' not as 
;;<hh| a weight carrier as Countless, Star Charter or 
I'rei' Lance. 

If the Kentiii-ky Endurance Slakes was a haiidicaii 
ami .lohn Furlong i-ould get in at DM! to I0.S pounds 
I'c woiihl be slaiiiiehl.v liacked. .Toliii Furlong is such 
an improved |H-rfornier that by (ictolier he may have 
even coinpiered his seeming dislike for heavy weight. 

tX hile Swannanoa lias been off the turf for nearly 
« year, she made a giaal impression when she last 
raced. She laissesses superb action. In several con- 
tests at more than a mile slie acipiil tcil herself ered- 
Mal'ly. .Now she is a four-year-old. Her long rest 
IS regarded as ladiig lo lier advantage in preiiaration 
lor a race at four miles. 



WORTH NAMED FOR MONTREAL STAKE. 



Montreal. Que.. August .S. — The entries for the 
eight slakes to be run during the autumn meeting 
of the .Montreal .lockey Club, from Sepbmibor 7 to 
1 I. inclusive, have all lieen returned. The nominating 
this year in «‘ach of lh<-ni eoinfiares favorabl.v with 
previous meetings, the majority of the regiiiars at 
Itiue Boiimds having named horses for all of the 
open evimis. 'I’he entry list for the King’s Plate 
and Provincial Niirser.v Stakes are larger than ever 
before and show marked imi>rovenient in the quality 
of iliose named, as well. There arc sixteen in the 
Nnr.ser.v Stakes, while ten have iieen nominated 
for the Plate. Tlie value of Imth of these events 
has been increased. 

For the tirst time in the history of racing in 
Montreal, H. C. Hallenla-ck has applied for stabling 
nccomiiPMlations and is included among the stake 
noniinalors. He has iniined Worth and .\dams Ex- 
press for the Earl Grey Cup, one mile and a 
ipia rter. 

’I'here will fie no scarcity of excellent racing ma- 
terial to draw from and the meeting will be one of 
the most attractive, not only to the public, but to 
the horsemen, that the club has ever lield. There 
will be no purse of less value than S.KlO, while there 
will be iinmerons overnight handieaps earr.ving a 
value of SKOO and $700. The club has ilealt liber- 
•slly with raees for horses which have been non 
winners during a certain period. Some of these 
conditions date liack into June, which will afford 
iHMiteii horses an opivirtunity. 

There will Ik> at least one steeplechase run every 
da.v through the meeting. Two of the stakes are 
through the field and a gooil class of jumpers should 
show in them. The .Montreal Jockey Club has ar 
rangiMl for the following steeplechases: 

For three year-olds, weight l.’bo pounds: winners 
once lo carry five iiounds extra; twice, seven p<mnds; 
sex allowance. One mile and a half. 

For three-year-olds, and maiden four and five- 
.vear-olds; weights, three .year-olds. 1.'!.’?; four-year- 
olds. l.'VO: five-year-olds. 15S; winners once, ' five 
]M>iinds extra: twice, seven pounds; sex allowance. 
,\bout two miles. 

’I’he alxive races will suit man.v owners who have 
likidy three-year-olds in training for jumping. It 
will b»‘ the first opportunity afforded them on the 
Canadian cirniit.
